"My dear Sister:—I hope you re- 


ceived my telegram: I was afraid you 
would hear of the Wreck arid be un- 
easy about us. We had a narrow 
escape and an experience I shall 
never forget. 
"We left Blue Ridge Friday morn- 


injf and spent most of the day in. 
Roanoke shopping. We encountered 
rain when we got to Eagle Rock and 
It kept getting worse as we came on. 
yet we felt no uneasiness until sud- 
denly the train gave two jerks and 
the 'conductor 
ordered 
every one, 
'about 30. to the fear of Che coach. 
The train had-run Jfito a slide and he 
thought we -were .going over. 
The 
men rushed out and succeeded in cut* 
ting our coach loose from the others-^- 
the engine was just two feet from the 
high embankment, and below was 
the river and on the other side a 
•great fall which threatened to wash 
us down and there me remained from 
8:16 to 6 a. m. trhen help came to 
us. 
"We then walked1, five miles to 


Orinsky, got breakfast 
at a farm 
bouse and afterwards came by taxi 
to this place. We slept some and 
feel better. We were two feet from a 
horrible death and but for the fact 
that we had a new engineer, going 
very elowly, because he did not know 
the'road, we would have gone down 
Biirejy.

A glance 
at the records inclosed the facts that 
tho first was growing 
strawberries 


'•and marketing them In neighboring 
mill villages, while the

Not consid- 
ering these two farmers, It was dis- 
covered that the remaining 48, who 
were growing corn, cotton and other 
general farm crops, only received a. 


wiiet return of 53 for their labor.

large, cliff shoes 
cause 
the same 


trouble. 
Cutting^ the nails wrong is t«r. 


tha other. Always wash the feet and 
soak the toe nails before cutting. Cut 
the nails almost square across. If 
your index toe ..protrudes beyond the 
great toe, cut a little concave. That 
is, sloped in toward your foot. Use 
a sharp cutter that leaves no rough 
edges. 


Lfe the Ingrowing nail gently and 


place a small pledget of absorbent 
cotton under the spac.e at the sides. 
If the toes are 'inflamed use a little 
zinc ointment after the bath.

crease the 
pledget's size 
from the 


time to time until the nail no longer 
digs into the flesh. 


Should the flesh grow over the nail 


push it gently 
back

RADIATOR UCAKS STOP

W. J>. writes:: 'My car was in a 
collision the other day and the 
radiator 
was 
strained 
aeverly 
enough so that water weeps slowly 
out of several of the six sided 
openings, both from the front and 
back. At the service station, where 
they fixed up my car, they told me 
it wouldn't pay to have tb.0 radiator 
taken off and repaired, as the leaks 
would fill Tip with rust and atop 
after a while. You think so? 
Answer: Such slight leaks often 
do fill up with particles, carried In 
-the water which escapes through 
them, until they stop temporarily 


at least, but they are likely to start 
again whenever the radiator Is 
cleaned out. Perhaps you might 
as well wait and see what happens, 
deferring repairs until they become 
necessary. If the leaks should ever 
become serious, while your car is 
on the road, you can probably stop 
them, for the time being by forcing 
thick white lead Into the defective 
.cells both from the front and the 
back.
